Gov. Griffin has come up with what 
sounds like an endorsement of proposals 
to repeal the allocation of all gasoline 
and auto revenues to the State Highway 
Department. Reasoning behind the pro- 
posals are equally as sound as those which 
brought about allocation of these taxes 
in the first place. 

At the time the people approved the 
constitutional amendment setting up the 


allocation, Georgia’s roads were becoming 


worse and worse. Highway department 
coffers constantly were raided for operat- 
ing funds for schools and other depart- 
ments of state government. They were 
used to balance the budget and as an ex- 
cuse not to levy the necessary taxes for 
other services. 

Finally, resentment by motorists forced 


adoption of the.amendment requiring that. 


appropriations to the highway department 
be equal to net collections from gasoline 
and motor vehicle registration: fees in 


the previous year. While opposed to the . 


principle of allocation, The Constitution 
supported this change. 3 
Today, thanks to the huge federal road 
program and vastly increased revenue 
from motorists, the department has more 
funds than it can spend. The state is able 
to channel the extra money into other de- 
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be done sooner or later and when it does 
the other departments will suffer. 

Under the circumstances, repeal of the 
amendment now appears the wise course.

Relieving urban transit systems of 90 
per cent of their state fuel and motor 
vehicle license taxes, as recommended by 
a committee of legislators, would be a 
step toward solution of a difficult problem.

But Not in the Humanities

The Russian earth satellites spin dizzily through space, looking 
down. on a United States that seems just now to be awakening from 
one of the longest and most luxurious binges of self-indulgence any 


nation ever was privileged to enjoy. 


Lagging in the race to con- 
quer space and perhaps con- 
trol the world, the nation looks 
for scapegoats and finds many 
that are being saddled with the 
blame. 

Latest to receive the public’s 
wraith in the matter is the na- 
tion’s schools. The editorial writ- 
ers have written reams of copy 
about how liftle Ivan is given a 
more sound foundation in the sci- 
ences than is our George. 

Many of the pieces are well 
documented and no doubt true. 
The Russian children are ex- 
posed at an early age to higher 
mathematics, chemistry and live- 
lihood in a technological world. 

This they can do, for they live 
not to make the world a better 
place for their fellow men but to 
extend their Communist theories 
throughout the world. 

There is no need for a course in 
‘humanities in a nation that teach- 
es and preaches inhumanity to 
others. Why waste a course in 
psychology on students whose 
motivations are controlled by the 
state? 

There is a basic difference in 
the approach to education in the 
two countries, a wide gulf of 
divergent philosophies that can 
never be reconciled and especial- 
ly in the classroom. 

The Russian ae is taught 
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those courses that will enable his 
state to achieve survival, if not 
supremacy. The American child 
is taught to be a good citizen 
and how to earn a living, with no 
stress or urgency being placed on 
either. 

If this nation is losing the bat- 
tle of the classrooms, then there 
must be at least two reasons, and 
they are interlocking. First, Rus- 
sia must have better instructors 
and second, the Russian curricu- 
lum must be superior. 


There are answers to both prob- 
lems. More money will provide 
better teachers, better trained 
and more dedicated to their tasks.

When this nation gives its teach- 
ers salaries and prestige equal to 
their professional training and ex-

room. That’s nothing new. Hans 
the Hun got a head start during 
the late 1930s and early forties 
but George caught up with him 
eventually.

He was troubled 
with unhappy memories. As he sat there a

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phantom appeared and offered to destroy his memory. He immedi- 
ately accepted the offer and from then on was a man without a 


memory. 

But so great was the misery 
over the loss of his memory that 
he besought the phantom to re- 
store it. The story ends with him 
earnestly praying, ‘Lord, keep 
my memory green.” 

As I read that story I thought 
of how pocr life would be without 
memory. Through memory we 
live again the joys of childhood. 
Memory re-creates the fond am- 
bitions and hopes that we used 
to have. Someone has well said 
that memory is the angel with 
the backward look. Through the 
magic of memory all the treas- 
ures of the past are ours. James 
Barrie said that God gave us 
memories that we might have 
roses in December. 

The angel of memory has helped 
many who were under some se- 
vere strain or temptation — the 
memory of a good father and a 
praying mother, the memory of 
a little child at home who be- 
lieves in you, the memory of an 
earlier consecration, the memory 
of a high ideal once accepted 
and held on to. 

We recall how ouf Lord said 
in the Upper Room, “This do in 
memory of me” (Luke 22:19). He 
knew His disciples would face se- 
vere temptations, hardships and 
persecutions. He also knew that 
as long as they kept the memory 
of Him green in their hearts, they

would have the power to keep 
going in the right path. One of 
the high purposes of memory is 
to provide for us strong supports 
for daily living. 

On the other hand, memory can 
take the joy out of living. Mem- 
ory can make dreadful and sleep- 
less the hours of the night. Mem- 
ory can put clouds of darkness 
into the brightest day. Memory 
has the power both to bless and 
to burn. 

As we consider memory, two 
conclusions come to mind: (1) 
As we enrich our memory we are 
laying up treasures “where nei- 
ther moth nor rust doth corrupt 
and where thieves do not break 
through and steal.”

The fact that Nixon is viewed 
in this light by many of his pres- 
ent and former critics as well 
as by his admirers is a fair 
measure of the changed estimate 
of the ence ultra-controversial 
vice president. 

Nixon’s growth and grasp of 
the widest range of affairs and 
the initiative he has taken in ex- 
pounding administration policy 
are not accidental. Eisenhower 
planned it that way. 

Nixon is now going to have 
this training to a degree every- 
one hoped would never be neces- 
sary. 

Eisenhower’s full recovery on 
the doctors’ schedule will still re- 
quire Nixon to take on responsi- 
bility and leadership never be- 
fore exercised by any vice presi- 
dent in American history.

Wright, principal speaker 
at the keel-laying ceremonies, 
also stressed the continuing need 
for surface warships to maintain 
control of sea lanes in any future 
emergency. His speech was an) 
apparent rebuttal to demands that 
the Navy abandon the ocean sur- 
face as too dangerous in an era 
of guided missiles and build only 
underseas fighting craft. 

But while the Long Beach will 
be a surface ship, the vessel will 
embody the most revolutionary 
innovations in surface -warships 
since cannons were first installed | 
on battle craft and steam re- 
placed sails. The Long Beach} 
will not be equipped with conven- 
tional main batteries of six or 
eight-inch guns, nor will she have 


conventional smoke stacks. In- 
stead, her main armament will 
consist of devices to launch 


various types of guided missiles, 
all of which will be able to carry 
nuclear warheads.

The keel-laying ceremony was 
witnessed by 250 invited guests— 
leaders of government, industry 
and the armed services—and by 
several thousand shipyard work- 
ers.

On first thought you’d hardly think an old war 
horse would be interested in such dainty and valuable 
items as Miessen powder boxes and exquisite porce- 
lain antique figurines from Germany. 


But on second thought, there’s 
this question: 

Why is Miss Tommie Parrish, 
who loves to collect antiques, 
an old war horse? 

The answer is that Miss Par- 
rish is one of the veteran clerks 
of the Fulton County Civil 
Court; she won all top honors 
when she graduated from the 
Atlanta Law School, and is the 
only woman ever to hold the 
office of secretary and treasur- 
er of the Old War Horse Law- 
yers Club.

“T’m like a lot of other wom- 
en lawyers, who worked at the 
court and went to school at 
night,” she said the other day.

AN OLD WAR HORSE PLUS 
Miss Tommie Parrish Is Avid Collector 


These tinkle bells will make sweet music under any Christ- 
mas tree and the ease with which they’re made will add harmony 
to your gift-wrapping. 


First make paper pattern by cutting semicircle from paper 
one and a quarter inches wide. Using pattern, cut bell from 
ribbon of same width. Bring ends together and shape into cone, 
moistening edges and pressing together, leaving a tiny opening 
at top of bell. Make clapper of same or contrasting color by 


making knot at one end. Make another knot just above the first 
one, then slip other end of ribbon through small hole in top of bell. 
Moisten tip slightly and: press to hold clapper in place. Hang 
bells from bow or fasten to band on package, allowing them to 
cascade down side of package. For glittery tips, dip bells in 
glue, then in glitter dust. 

lf you'd like to give a feminine look to packages for the 
women on your gift list, try a floral touch. 

Cut paper patterns of several different petal shapes, following 
the general outline for the flower you want. You can add variety 
by trimming ends of petals with pinking shears, by notching 
the ends of the petals or by curling them. 

Poinsetttias are practically synonymous with Christmas and 
are easy to do. Make paper pattern, using long, narrow, curved 


PULL INNER LOOP OUT FIRST, TOWARD YOU

cut around petal pattern, leaving narrow centers (at center fold) 
joining pairs of petals. Repeat with one strip of 1%-inch green 
ribbon for leaf. 


Moisten center of one pair of petals, attach to center of second 
pair. Add third and fourth pairs, moistening each center and 
pressing tirmly to hold in place. Fold leaf at an angle, moisten 
at fold and attach under petals. 

Cut round disc, using nickel or quarter for pattern, from gold 
ribbon and attach in center of petals. 

For a more elaborate type of gift trim, try a.big Christmas 
tree with feathery, gilt-tipped branches. This also can be used 
as a table or door decoration. 

Cut 11 pieces of green ribbon, 1% inches wide and 7'4 inches 
long, slanting ends to form a parallelogram. (‘Ends will slant in 
the same direction, parallel to each other.) Do not fold ribbon 
to slant ends, since this would cause the slants to be in opposite 
directions when unfolded. 

Slit ribbon, leaving a 14-inch margin on each end. To slit, 
stick large pin in ribbon (you can slit several pieces at once) 
and draw ribbon against the pin, keeping pin stationary. Repeat 
across entire width of ribbon. 

Fold each piece with slit portion “fanned” out, with slanted 
ends forming a straight line across top and with tops of slit por- 
tion matching. Moisten top ends and press together. Repeat 
for each piece of ribbon. 

To build tree: Use four pieces for bottom row, fitting them 
side by side, leaving no gap between slit part. Moisten over- 
lapping tops and stick together. Repeat, using three pieces for 
second row and two for next row. Single piece makes top row. 

Assemble rows, moistening top of each row and fastening to 
row above, forming pyramid. Trim off unslit portions of ribbon 
that extend beyond sides of tree. Trim unslit part of top piece 
to torm triangle, turn upside down and fasten to tree. Attach 
tinished tree to box or flat surface. For base, cut a piece of 
ribbon into desired shape and fasten below tree, or add a bow 
to the bottom. " 

To add sparkle, brush tips of branches with glue and sprinkle 
on glitter.

New Orleans is a great 
city for various forms of entertainment, but in recent years baseball 
hasn't been one of them. Customers didn’t attend games in a 
park built for baseball, so there’s no reason to believe they'll watch 
baseball in a football stadium. 

Directors kicked the topic around long and loud, and perhaps 
it's tortunate they could gaze out the window at the soothing moun- 
tain scenery. For, on occasion, tempers reportedly passed the boil- 
Ing point.
